A Catholic .seminary in Oaxaca, 
from which priests have been order­ 
ed expelled and the bishop has fled 
Into exile, was raided W ednesday.

State Of Mexico Places Limit 
Meanwhile the state of Mexico is­ 
sued an order limiting the num ber 
of churches in the region in which 
services may be held to 34, the same 
num ber of priests perm itted to of­ 
ficiate in the state. 
All churches above this number, 
th e decree provided, will be used as 
schools and public libraries. 
The 
action, favorable to the church in 
comparison with radical action in 
other states, was believed to have 
been taken to prevent priests ousted 
from other states from coming to 
Mexico to officiate. 
Fortes Oil. attorney-general, act- 
;ng on instructions from President 
Abelardo Rodriguez, was studying 
docum ents the chief executive tu rn ­ 
ed over to him which showed, he 
said. the purpose of Catholic clergy­ 
m en to rebel against the govern­ 
m ent’s new restrictive measures. 
Charges Campaign of Sedition 
A letter from President R odri­ 
guez to the attorney-general said 
th e clergy, on pretext of opposing 
the initiation of compulsory social­ 
istic education in Mexico’s schools, 
has "initiated a frank cam paign of 
sedition which reveals clearly 
its 
intention to bringing about a revo­ 
lution." 
He declared he had “docum ents 
in 
my possession" to prove 
his 
charges and asserted the Catholic 
clergy “is following its persistent 
historical attitude of trying to com ­ 
bat all advanced principles.” . . , 
Tile president asked Portes O il to 
investigate and prosecute any per­ 
son found involved.
